TUBBRCULOSIS . 

The  following  table  shows,  in  arrangement  by  "go  groups,  the 
number  of  mm  cases  notified  and  of  deaths  from  Tubc^rculosi  s 
occurring  in  the  district  during  1945.  The  figures  pertain 
solely  to  persons  normally  resident  in  this  area  (i.e.  thc,y  have 
been  corrected  for  outward  ^id  inward  transfer).

(a)  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria . 

During  the  year  1945,  a total  of  286  under  5 ye^rs  of  age 
and  35  children  between  the  ^ges  of  5 and  15  re^ceived  a full  course 
of  treatment  for  immunisation.  The  total  children  treated  since 
the  co:am(  n cement  of  the  .scherae  in  1941  is  4,999,  The  following 
report  was  made  by  me  to  the  Health  Coriimitteo  in  lune , 1946. 

’Analysis  of  my  records  sho\/  that,  at  the-  end  of  1945,  out  of  an 
estim‘'-tcd  child  (under  15)  population  of  8,510,  3,967  children  had 
been  given  a full  course,  of  inraunisa tion  tr(;atmc;nt , This  signifies 
th' t only  46.6  per  cent  of  our  total  child  population  h.^'YC  received 
a course  of  treatment.  I consider  this  unsatisfactory,  but  more 
unsatisfactory  still  is  the  rf>sult  of  the  record  analysis  of  the 
infant  group.  Out:  of  rn  es time  ted  total  of  2,900  children  under 
4 yc^rs  of  '-gc;,  only  862  h.  ve  been  fully  treated,  i.e.  29.7  per  cent. 
The  onus  of  dealing  with  pre-school  children  has  r'.xently  been  laid 
upon  the  County  IF  ternity  ^nd  Child  Nclfare  iiuthority,  but  in 
co-oper^  tion  v/ith  the  County  Nodical  Officcir  of  Health  I am  continuing 
as  h.retofore  to  issue  each  month  v letter  to  tAc,  mother  of  each  ye"  r 
old  child  in  the  district  urging  the  dc^sir'A^ility  of  immunisation 
trc"  tment , .and  I continue  to  conduct  a monthly  treatment  session  at 
the  local  County  Child  Clinic.  The  response  to  these 

letters  is  mor..  th'^n  discouraging.  It  is  serious;  and  I predict

that  unless  better  r35pon.3e  is  fortJiuomlng  fron  the  parents  of 
infants,  the  ch-'^nce  of  itl  intr  ining  the  benefits  of  diphtheria 
incuiiisa tion , rs  re,f  l,.cte,..l  j.n  the  re, cent  low  incidencG  of  and 
mortality  fron  diphthcri'  , vlll  repidy  disappear  so  far  as  this 
district  is  concerned'. 

( b ) J^oat  Inspect  L_qn . 

During  the  year  under  review  your  inspectors  inspected  19,770 
cjrca.sos  at  the  Ocjntral  .ibtatoir.  69,759  lbs.  of  carcase  meat 
etc,,  and  19,756-^-  lbs,  of  turned  foods  etc.,  were  condemned  as 
unwholesome  during  the  year.

It 
will  bo  noted  thr  t the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis,  upon  which  I 
connontcd  in  ny  rnnu^'l  report  for  1944  has  during  the  p.^st  year 
ag^'in  increased.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  return  to  peace 
conditions,  with  more  regui' r hours  of  work,  better  facilities  for 
leisure  and  recreation,  tojothor  with  provision  in  the  near  future 
of  more  and  better  housii'Lg  which  will  r .;lieve  present  overcrowding, 
will  in  the  near  future  oh.. ok  the  upward  trend  of  incidence  of 
tubercular  disease  in  the  .rea  , 

Apart  frori  this  roa.tter  of  an  incre-'sc  in  Tuberculosis,  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  froti  th  3 vit^l  statistics  recorded  that  there 
is  no  evidence  of  untoward  infliienoe  during  the  stress  of  war 
years  upon  the  genei-  'l  liea.lth  of  the  corariunity .
